It is hoped that the club will 
mean a great deal to the students 
and create more interest in the af- 
fairs of the world. 

There are now enrolled forty-five | 
members. Membership in the club re- 
quires that the student have one year 
of college history, or if she cannot 
meet this requirement, but is very 
anxious to become a member, she 
must submit her application to the 
executive board, who will take action 
upon it. 

The plan of study for the first few 
months will be the problems of the 
Pacific. This subject is one of inter- 
est to all of us, yet very few of us 
have gone deeply into the question, so 
we are planning to learn more about it 
so that we won’t be ignorant of “his- 
tory in the making.” 

The next meeting of the club is to 
be October 21, the main topic of dis- 
cussion will be the disarmament con- 
ference to be held at Washington be- 
ginning November 11. There will be 
two very interesting papers given, one 
“Critical Problems of the Disarma- 
ment Conference,” and the other “Con- 
trast Between Washington and Paris 
Conferences.” After this there will be 
open discussion, and all will be free 
to ask any questions or discuss prob- 
lems bearing on the subject. 

The club is planning to have several 
good speakers come to the college dur- 
ing the year. The first of these will 
be Baron Korff, who was a high offi-| 
cial in Russia under the ancient re- 
gime, but who was forced to flee to 
America when the bolsheviki gained 
the other hand. Further announce- 
ments will be made later concerning 
his expected visit.

Many of us, af- 
ter a year or two of experience, have 
come to the conclusion that a day stu- 
dent’s life is a tough proposition. 


Matters would not be so gloomy- 
looking if most of the day students did 
not live in the four corners of Fulton 
and DeKalb counties.

Another thing, which sorely grieves 
day students, is the small number of 
books in the library.

All of us have 
from one to five note courses, and how 
can we do our reading when all the 
boarders monopolize all the books all 
the time? Boarders can use the books 


at night until 9:15, but day students |

result. 

In order to carry on these drills, it 
is necessary to have leaders. Eunice 
Dean is fire chief this year and elec- 
‘tions of fire captains of the various 
| buildings will be held some time this 
week, and it may be interesting to the 
new girls to know that this will be! 
the first election in which they will 
take part. 

As soon as the captains of the va- 
‘rious buildings are elected, and the 
lieutenants of the various wings and 
members of the bucket brigades are 
appointed, fire drills will begin. There 
will be one every week for six weeks 
and after that one every month. The 
lights in the halls will -be turned off, 
but all lieutenants will have flashlights 
and anybody else who has one may use 
it. 

It is absolutely necessary that every 
girl be present with a wet towel at 
every fire drill. Knocks will be given 
for failure to have wet towels and re- 
striction is the penalty for absence. 
Every girl should feel personally re- 
sponsible for the carrying out of all 
regulations because fire drills concern 
each and every one of us; any failure 
to comply with all regulations might, 
in case of fire, mean the loss of many 
lives. Housekeepers of various build- 


ings have called attention to the fact 
that trunks, boxes, chairs or any other 
obstructions must not be placed in 
‘front of windows leading to fire es- 
capes. This is a precaution that must 
be observed in every building.

Young alumna under 25 years of 
age, who are doing graduate or pro- 
fessional study, or are engaged in 
teaching or are pursuing other intel- 
lectual pursuits, are the most likely 
candidates. Judging from past obser- 
vation, we should say that an athletic 
record and gifts for social leadership, 
along with scholastic and literary at- 
tainments, are essential for appoint- 
ment. The scholarships pay 350 pounds 
sterling annually, and the appointment 
is for three years. Almost any line of 
study may be pursued with advantage.

INDUSTRIAL GIRLS VS. 
COLLEGE STUDENTS 


STUNT EXPLAINS BOTH 
VIEWPOINTS. 


Last week the Y. W. C. A. put ona 
campaign among the students to 
stimulate interest in the situation 
among industrial girls and to formu- 
late plans for co-operation. between 
them and the college girls. In our 
world of student activities and in- 
terests we become so absorbed in 
our own problems that we are apt to 
forget that each girl who goes to col- 
lege is responsible for five hundred 
others who are not so fortunate. The 
Y. W. Cc. A. is at present trying to 
get the students and industrial girls 
together, so that each can see the 
other's difficulties and in some way 
do her part toward lessening these 
difficulties. 

Various plans for enlisting. the in- 
terest of the students were put for- 
ward during the week, On Wednes- 
_day night at the regular Open Forum 
meeting the “devil’s advocate” method 


was used and proved very successful. | 


On Friday night an original stunt was 


presented by the girls on the under-| 


graduate representatives committee. 
The stunt featured two college girls 
and a factory girl, each with her own 
particular problem. The college girls 
were quite convinced that no one in 
the world worked any harder than 
they did. One of them was making 
an investigation of industrial condi- 
tions, and in an interview with a fac- 
tory girl, she was soon disallusioned 
as to the fact that the college girl's 
lite was harder. She had never con-

During this interview each was 
brought to see the viewpoint of the 
other and the factory girl also saw 
that the college girl's life was not 
quite such an easy one as she had 
imagined while she was toiling away 
in a sweat shop. The result of the 
interview was the devising of a 
scheme whereby the students and in- 
dustrial girls could meet on intimate 
terms and become acquainted with 
each other. Hikes and picnics were 
arranged and also more serious meet- 
ings where problems relating to acti- 
vities of each were brought up for 
discussion and possible solution. 
Meeting on a common ground it was 
easier to see both sides of the ques- 
tions that have hitherto caused much 
unjust feeling between both classes 
of people. Co-operation is the great 
need in dealing with industry and the 
need is for college women to be broad 
enough to catch the viewpoint of the 
ignorant girl in the factory.

CONFERENCES HELD BY STU- 
DENTS AND INDUSTRIAL 
GIRLS. 


In considering the two groups of 
girls, the student and the industrial 
girl, the first question which each 
might put to the other with aptitude 
might be “and how may I understand 
you better?” 

That we hadn’t understood each 
other before, any college girl will 
clearly see when she is told that the 
industrial girl had an idea that the 
student never worked. With “De 
Senectude” waving a taunting hand at 
us, with trigonometry and calculus,

that assertion with a feeble “if you 
don’t believe it, try it and see.’ 

And so, at the conference in New 
York last year, which Charlotte Bell 
attended as our undergraduate re- 
presentative, they did “try and see.” 
At the same time that the college con- 
ference was held, an industrial con- 
ference was geing on. The two con- 
ferences availed themselves of this 
opportunity to hold joint-meetings at 
which they discussed points which 
were found to be common with both 
groups. These subjects were “work,” 
“education” and “health,” and much 
was done in these meetings to create 
a sympathetic attitude toward both 
groups because there they discovered 
that they were all “just girls.” 

This conference was a sort of in- 
troduction, and carried with it an in- 
vitation from Blue Ridge to the In- 
dustrial girls to send representatives 
to the conference there given by stu- 
dents. Here acquaintance grew into 
friendship and the Y. W. C, A. made 
resolutions, and these resolutions 
are being carried out now, very 
thoroughly and _ effectively. The 
were, briefly, something like this: In 
each association an important phase 
of the work would be a closer co- 
operation with the Industrial girls. 
And this was to be brought about. by 
sending delegates to conferences, by 
personal contact with Industrial girls 
in cities where there were colleges, 
and by an active interest in the work- 
ers’ educational movement, 

Later, at the Industrial conference 
held at Brevard, these resolutions 
were accepted enthusiastically. At 
conference the students had five re- 
presentatives who came from Hollins, 
West Hampton, Winthrop, Wesleyan 
and Agnes Scott, Ruth Scandrett was 
our representative and she is intensely 
enthusiastic on the subject of the In- 
dustrial girl, 

At this conference, a Student-In- 
dustrial night was held, during which 
the college girls portrayed to the best 
of their ability what happened in an 
average college day, and from all 
reports it must have been one of those 
thoroughly exciting stimulating kinds 
of days!

BRYN MAWR COLLEGE 


TRAINING SCHOOL FOR IN- 
DUSTRIAL GIRLS, 


Away up in Pennsylvania, there is 
a school that is doing wonderful work 
for industrial women. Many of us 
know very little or nothing of the 
summer course that this school offers 
these women. 

The object of the school is to offer 
young women of character and ability 
a special education and an opportunity 
to study liberal subjects, in order that 
they may widen their influence in 
|the industrial world, help in coming 
recoustrucuon, ard increa 


lives. 


for women workers in industry will 
demonstrate in a concrete way that 
educational movements among work- 
ers in this country and abroad may 
be carried still further and may be 
developed into systematic intellectual 
work through courses of study pur- 
sued for a number of consecutive 
weeks in academic 
beauty and under the same favorable 
conditions of complete freedom from 
economic anxiety and domestic care 
which conditions college students en- 
joy. 

This work began in Great Britain 
and of course has developed most 
fully, The experiences of these schools 
of Great Britain are especially help- 
ful to our American schools. Many of 
the colleges open their doors to these 
students for several weeks each sum- 
mer. 

In America this work was begun, 
in 1903, but was not carried out in 
an active way until 1918, when it was 
taken up by various trade unions. 

It is to this great movement that 
Bryn Mawr College has offered use of 
buildings and grounds for eight weeks 
in the summer, The administrative 
committee is formed of representa- 
tives of the directors, faculty, and 
alumna of the college and representa- 
tives of the industries of women work- 
ers. 

Of those who come to this school 
only a common school education is 
required. No one is admitted under 
eighteen and preference is given to 
those between twenty and thirty-five. 

The courses are lectures of students 
of the college and will be on those 
topics requested by the summer stu- 
dents. These courses are those that 
will enable the student to comprehend 
more clearly the industrial world and 
its problems, help her to take her 
place in the social and political world 
and become a better voter. Another 
group is one that is planned to en- 
rich the personal life and add culture 
and better understanding of the 
world. Of course the recreation is 
not left out for there are tutors for 
this purpose. 

Last year there were six students 
from the South Atlantic field, who at- 
tended this school. Among these

Holyoke this news of Miss Woolley, 


RUSSIAN GIRL REFUGEES 
FLEEING BEFORE FAMINE. 


Many Highly Educated and Ac- 


complished Ignore Hardships whom all the old girls will doubtless

MISS WOOLLEY IN FAR EAST. 

President Woolley’s absence is the 
circumstance which has made this 
opening of college different from any 
that the classes now here have known. 
Last spring she was appointed a mem- 
ber of an educational commission of 
which Professor Hrnest D. Burton of 
the University of Chicago is the head. 
The object of the commission is the 
study of the institutions of higher 
education in China. It has been sent 
to the Far East by the Foreign Mis- 
sions Conference of North America as 
an interdenominational group.

Asia from Vaneounver, August 18th, ar- 
riving in Yokohoma the last of August.

Charles Levermore

“RACIAL SORE SPOTS’’ HIS 
SUBJECT. 


Dr, 


We have heard quite a great deal 
lately of the plans of the International 
Relations club and last Friday night 
we had a chance to get some of the 
real benefits of the organization, We 
were, indeed, very fortunate in having 
with us Dr. Charles Levermore, who 
|for several years has been secretary 
|of the New York Peace Society. The 
subject of his talk was “Racial Sore 
Spots" and there is probably no one 
who is better qualified to discuss this 
subject than he. Dr. Levermore is 
from Connecticut and took his A. B. at 
Yale in 1879. He received his Doc- 
tor’s degree from Johns Hopkins, in 
1886, and was university fellow in 
history there, later becoming instruc- 
tor. From there he went to the Uni- 
versity of California for a time and 
then to Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology and from there to Adelphi 
College, where he was president until 
1912. Dr. Levermore was secretary of 
World Court League and League of 
Nations Union, in 1919, and is a mem- 
ber of the American History Associa- 
tion. 

His “Republic of New Haven” was 
awarded a John Marshall prize, a 
Johns Hopkins in 1886. Since then 
he has written “A Syllabus of Lec- 
tures on Political History,” “Academy 
Song Book,” and “Abridged Song 
Book.” He is also author of the 
admirable little pamphlet entitled, 
‘What the League of Nations Has Ac- 
eomplished” which has recently been 
published. :

“Imagine the despair of a student 
returning after four years of fight- 
ing,” he said, “to fall into the hope- 
less misery of no food, not enough 
clothing, and no work, After being 
supported my his family for twenty 
years, with high hopes of his future, 
neither the student nor his parents 
are now able to earn a livelihood. 

“To understand the situation, sup- 
pose that since the war the early 
Spanish possessions in America had 
been handed back to Spain, the former 
French territories to France, the thir- 
teen colonies to England, and Texas 
had been returned to Mexico, Let} 
us suppose that the University of 
Texas and its other schools were now 
to pass under a new regime with the 
Mexican language, religion and cus- 
toms imposed upon them. | 
“Suppose the American students were 
returning from four or five years of 
war to their impoverished homes with 
nothing but-their old faded uniforms 
upon their backs, no money, and bodies 
impaired by tuberculosis, pneumonia 
or other war diseases. What would | 
be their fate? Would they enter a 
Mexican university? Rather, poor as 
they were, they would migrate into 
the states where their own languages, 
religion, customs and liberties could 
be maintained. 

“Suppose they poured into one of 
our state universities, without suffi- 
cient clothing, books or money, ready 
to work, but fighting for a chance to 
hold on to their education. Even if 
they were physically fit they would 
have but little chance in the present 
widespread unemployment to get 


garrets and rooms this winter, and 
many more who envy these students 
. even a cold room or a bed without suf- 
ficient clothing. 


“In Vienna I interviewed the stu- 
dents and student leaders. Many are 
working as laborers, mechanics and 
wood cutters to appease their hunger, 


fective manual labor. If they tutor, 
it requires ten hours daily to earn 
a living, and competition is such that 
no one can obtain so much work. Some 
are selling newspapers on the streets, 
getting one-fifteenth of a cent profit 
on each paper and sometimes small

Every year the World's Committee 
of the National Y. W. C. A. decides 
|upon a week of prayer. This year, 
November 13th to November 1%th, 
has been chosen.

meetings every day during the week 
of prayer as in former years. This 
time is to be given to Dr. Erdman, 
who will be with us then. However, 
the Y. W. C. A. believes that the 
power of prayer, and spirit of prayer 
can be just as great if every girl, each 
day, devotes her thought and con- 
secrates a definite time to prayer for 
foreign countries. Is it not an in- 
spiration to think that at the same 
time our prayers are’ ascending, those 
of the women of forty different coun- 
tries are being offered? 

We have learned in our Y. W. C, 
A. world fellowship meetings, from 
posters, in our International Relations 
Club, and elsewhere what the needs 
of the world are. Dean Comstock 
told us that higher education is a 
strong bond between the women of 


America and those of foreign coun- | 


tries. There are many other bonds. 
Let us seek still further during this 
coming week to understand the people 


tips. But it is demoralizing to stand 
for hours on the noisy streets and live 
on tips. 

“Many of the students I met had 
had no daily breakfast since 1917 till 
the Student Relief work was begun. 
Now some 5000 Austrian students have 
been helped with a daily breakfast at 
a charge of one-third of a cent a meal, 
More than 1500 women students have 
been given clothing. Some were in 
such pathetic poverty they had not 
even the price of a piece of soap or a 
bath and were verminous from sheer 
poverty. 


“Many of the men were wearing 
their old army field uniforms, now 
frayed and threadbare. Others had 
a thin overcoat buttoned up tight to 
the neck, without shirt or underwear. 
Many are left with tuberculosis or 
malaria. Students who have to wait 
for ten minutes in the bread line 
sometimes become faint and cannot 
stand. If a student tutors for three 
hours daily he earns but ten cents for 
it, or twenty-six dollars a college year. 
Even if a student gives up his studies 


to manual labor he can earn only from 
twenty or fifty cents a day which is 
not enough to permit laying up money 
for his next year’s study.

Alumnae Scholarship Loans 


Corrections of Statements in Cat- 
alegue Made. 


Not many people have ever applied 
for the Alumnae Scholarships, due 
perhaps to a misunderstanding as to 
the conditions under which they are 
offered, the terms, and probably most 
of all a mistake in the catalogue in 
regard to these loans. Under the 
heading Alumnae Association in the 
catalogue there are these erroneous 
statements: “Only Juniors and Sen- 
iors, and students who have not more 
than two years of work to secure a 
degree may borrow from this fund.” 
“No interest (on the loan) will be 
charged till one year after the bor- 
rower has finished her college course. 
From that date all unpaid loans and 
parts of loans will begin to draw in- 
terest at six per cent. until paid.” 
The Alumnae wish that these cor- 
rections be made. According to the 
catalogue only Juniors and Seniors 
are eligible. This has never been 
stipulated by the Alumnae Associa- 
tion. The Scholarship Fund is for 
the benefit of any student of what- 
ever class she may be. 

The second statement in regard to

I’ve been up here nearly two weeks 
now, (it seems like two months), and 
am feeling decidedly settled. I just 
wish you could have seen me getting 
here. There is no railroad over here, 
a distance of about four miles, and so 
the only possible method of travel is 
horseback, or what is more common, 
mule back.

The next speaker will be Dr. Ed- 
ward Devine, who will come some 
time in February.

the most popular professor of sociol- 
ogy and science in Columbia Univer- 
sity, and is now connected with the 
School of Philanthropy, in New York. 
He is an expert for cities and com- 
munities in associated charities and 
was in Atlanta in charge of relief 
work after the fire. Dr. Devine was 
here last year, and all who heard 
him then and those who did not will 
be very much interested in his two 
lectures “Problems of the Pacific” and 
“Blijah the Tishbite.” 

The Lecture Association also hopes 
to bring Amy Lowell to us this win- 
ter.

She has 
also been called America’s greatest 
poet of today, and that she brought 
into American poetry a new spark.

THE Y. W. C. A. BUDGET. 


Many of us do not realize what a 
wonderful work our Agnes Scott Y. 
W. C. A. is doing. We know that it 
provides many helpful and interest- 
ing lectures, suggestions as to choice 
of vocation, many good times, etc. 
We feel that we could not get along 
without the Y. W. C. A. on the cam- 
Yet we do not often realize how 
extensive is its work. 

Tuesday morning in chapel its 
work was presented to us and an op- 
portunity given to every member to 
support this splendid organization. 
The Y. W. C. A. has always depended 
on yoluntary subscriptions. The 
money might have been added to the 
general student budget, but the Asso- 
ciation felt that it would mean more 
to each girl if she contributed of her 
own free will, In other words, as Dr. 
Erdmann explained, we are to be 
stewards who shall take advantage of 
an opportunity. The members of the 
Y. W. CGC. A. have always responded 
generously to the presentation of the 
budget and this year, we are sure, 
is to be no exception. 

The budget consists of the expenses 
of the Association for the year for 
both local and general needs. Here 
in college each department of the Y. 


W. has various expenses which have 
to be met, and each department is 
helpful in its own way. For example, 
some of the social service fund is 
used for a summer school scholar- 
ship. 

Beside the local expenses the Y. W. 
Cc. A. has a general fund which is 
far-reaching indeed, even to Korea, 
Where some of the money goes to 
help support a missionary, Miss 
Emily Wynne, an old Agnes Scott 
girl, is aided in her work by the girls 
back home. We also have a part in 
keeping up a Foyer in South America. 
There are seven colleges in the 
Orient to whose support American 
students contribute $100,000. (Do 
not be alarmed; we give only 1/4,000 
of it.) 


Nearer home we have Nacoochee. 
a mountain school, in which we are 
all interested. The budget assists 
girls to go to Blue Ridge, and another 
provision helps girls through college. 
For several years this college loan 
fund has been growing, for each year 
$50.00 is added. The sum is now 
$300.00. The Association each year 
brings to us a speaker who can talk 
to us about Christian fundamentals. 
The National Y. W. C. A. dues are 
provided for and a fund for sending 
delegates to conventions. Beside 


these we have an improvement fund. 
This

New York, Nov. 14—The place 
|which American students are now

| world problems is shown in this state- 
ment of Conrad Hoffman, of Geneva, 
Switzerland, on the work being done 
by the European student relief forces 
with funds contributed by college 
students of the United States. 

“They have given a new grip on 
life,’ said Mr. Hoffman, “to 70,000 
students who, seeing their own aspi- 
rations shattered, were losing faith in 
a righteous and just social order. 
That European students wield an in- 
fluence with their governments such 
as has never been enjoyed by those 
in America is an established fact. 
The feeling of gratitude toward the 
students of America established 
through this relief movement will 
certainly be a powerful instrument in 
promoting better understanding be- 
tween nations.” 

The relief work was carried on last 
year in one hundred and twenty col- 
leges, enrolling 250,000 students in 
\these eleven countries: Asia Minor; 
Austria; Czecho-Slovakia; Esthonia; 
France; Germany; Hungary; Lata- 
via: Poland; Switzerland and Turkey. 
Russia will be included this winter. 

“In Prague,” said Mr. Conrad, 
“nearly 7,000 students must be given 
one meal a day and almost as many 
need help with boots and clothing. 
Two Czech doctors have recently 
been added to the relief staff and a 
clinic has been opened in the stu- 
dentsky domov which takes care of 
all who cannot pay for medical help. 
During three months 780 have passed 
through this clinic and of these 35 
per cent, were tubercular. This is 
due to wundernourishment and bad 
! housing. 

“This year the sugar crop, which is 
the government’s greatest asset in 
Czecho-Slovakia, is a failure, and as 
a consequence there is great depre-

a parent or some relative. These 
countries have been continually at 
war since 1909, so there is great pov- 
erty. The colleges give tuition free 
to students aided by the European 
relief on condition that they do a cer- 
tain amount of work, and money is 
advanced to help the students with 
their clothing. The living conditions 
are terrible and the cold is severe, 
for houses are not heated. 


Since Russia has opened her doors 
to relief the desperate situation of 
students there has become known. 
Every one of them is in need and 
everybody is doing manual labor. 
The soviet government allows some 
students a ration of one pound of 
bread and four pounds of meat or fish 
a month, but no student ever gets his 
full portion. Proven need has been 
the only criterion for this student re- 
lief work, which has been adminis- 
tered impartially without regard to 
race, nationality or creed, Of it 
Frank A. Vanderlip, the economist 
and financier, has said, “No other 
work is so necessary to rehabilitate 
civilization;” and Secretary Herbert 
Hoover, “No greater service can be 
performed than keeping alive the 
institutions through which the social 
recovery of Europe must come.” 

The European student relief work 
will be continued this winter with 
the $500,000 Student Friendship Fund 
which the students of America are 
now raising with campaigns in every

“He who would study now must 
be a hero.” 

An observer of Russian students liv- 
ing as they are today wrote this, ad- 
dressing the students of American 
schools and universities on present 
conditions in Europe. In Russia to- 
day it is not so much a question 
whether a young man or woman de- 
sires an education as whether he can 
endure the struggle against starva- 
tion and the political conditions which 
decide whether he is to be “free” or 
not. 

“Conditions are now more difficult 
than last year,” writes Conrad Hoff- 
man, executive of European student re- 
lief work. “There is little hope of 
firewood for either hostels or private 
lodgings, for it has not been collected 
during the summer, and probably 
many students will be left without any 
food ration, particularly junior stu- 
dents.” 

In Moscow a food ration was set 
for students last fall. The second term 
it was reduced fifty per cent. and the 
following two months only bread and 
fish were received. Money was re- 
ceived every two months in the au- 
tumn term; every four months in the 
second term; and withdrawn com- 
pletely the last term. The original 
food ration included thirty pounds of 
bread; twenty-nine pounds of pota- 
toes; seven pounds of cereal and five 
pounds of meat or fish. The relief com- 
mission estimates that the minimum 
standard on which a student can live 
and study is forty-five pounds of 
bread; thirty pounds of potatoes; 
pounds of cereal and seven pounds of 
meat.

A letter from Dr. Mott has gone to 
the president of your institution tell- 
ing how the World’s Student Chris- 
tian Federation is trying this autumn 
to raise a contribution for the relief 
of European students. Letters have 
been sent by Miss Blanchard and Mr. 
Porter to the Y. M. and Y. W. organi- 
zations throughout the country re- 
garding the student friendship fund; 
and you have doubtless received by 
now a sample outfit of the printed 
matter to be used in the campaign. 
Most schools and colleges will raise 
their part of the fund, in cash, during 
November. The work should be com- 
pleted, if possible, and reports in by 
December the first. 

As far as practicable the campaign 
should be carried on by your own col- 
lege people, with the help of the print- 
ed matter sent you from the area office. 
Additional supplies of literature can 
be secured from this office on request. 
The work is being undertaken with 
the utmost economy; a dollar saved 
here will mean from five dollars up- 
ward when it reaches the half-starved 
students of Wurope. Enlist as your 
speakers any students or faculty mem- 
bers who have been in Europe recent- 
ly or who are notable in the commu- 
nity for their grasp of international af- 
fairs. 

The Student Friendship fund is not 
to be placed on the basis of competi- 
tive giving. No quotas haye been as- 
signed, After a clear presentation of 
the distressing needs of the Huropean 
student class, the campaign team will 
solicit gifts from faculty and students. 
If you should want a suggestion about 
the amount your institution might ex- 
pect to raise, we should say this: It 
is hoped no school or college will give 
less this fall than it gave for the stu- 
dent friendship fund of 1917, and that 
every student will give at least the

lowered by the isolation of the suspi- 
cion and prejudice which surrounds 
the countries of Middle Europe, the 
men and.women who were midway in 
their studies and preparation for pro- 
fessional life when the war broke 
out, are attempting to finish their 
work and put their training at the dis- 
posal of their countries. 

Last year the students of twenty-six 
countries united their gifts to the sum 
of $600,000 to help the students and 
professors of the eleyen neediest coun- 
tries of Central Europe, bringing re- 
lief to 70,000 men and women in 120 
universities. 

Now we must go forward for anoth- 
er year. To put the Student Friend- 
ship Fund before American student 
bodies will provide an immediate and 
practical expression of good will which 
will be of immense significance to the 
moral and spiritual recovery of the 
world. Your’ representatives dis- 
cussed this fund at summer confer- 
ences, and the student committee has 
had resolutions from all parts of the 
country urging us to go forward. We 
ought to proceed at once; winter in 
Europe will not wait; the World's 
Student Christian Federation must 
carry on its work of relief.

Lectures at Agnes Scott 


THE GREEKS HAD FUNNY 
BONES. 


Because of the very delightful lec- 
tures given by Dr. David M. Robinson, 
of Johns Hopkins, on last Wednesday 
evening and Thursday morning, the 
Lecture Association is congratulating 
itself on the success of this, its first 
venture this term, and has hopes that 
the other lectures in the series will be 
enjoyed as much. 


On Thursday night Dr. Robinson’s 
subject was “The Grotesque in Greek 
and Roman Art,” and he exhibited 
more than a hundred lantern slides to 
prove that centuries ago Greece had a 
funny bone and Rome an almost over 
developed sense of the ridiculous, Most 
of these slides were made from draw- 
ings on vases and vessels. Dr. Rob- 
inson said that the love of burlesque 
is deep-seated in human nature. The 
Greeks and Romans did not haye ecm- 
i¢ supplements or humorous maga- 
zines, so they vented their love of the 
ludicrous in caricature. 

Most of us were surprised to dis- 
cover that the ancient philosophers 
possessed well-developed senses of 
humor as was proven by what Dr. 
Robinson called one of their “standing 
jokes,” “Woman is happy but twice 
in her life, first when mated, and then 
when cremated.” 

The Romans especially enjoyed both 
personal and political satire. They 
originated the political cartoon. It 
was a Roman who discovered that you 
could most deeply humiliate a man by 
drawing a funny picture of him, 

Thé"Subjecf Ot Dr. Robinson’s morn- 
ing lecture was most interesting to stu- 
dents not only of Latin and Greek lit- 
erature, but of English also, “Sappho 
and Her Influence on Latin Litera- 
ture.” Quoting Swinburne, the Eng- 
lish poet and critic, Dr. Robinson said 
that Sappho was nothing less than the 
greatest poet that ever was. He spoke 
at length of the great influence which 
Sappho’s poetry exerted upon various 
ancient and modern writers. Tenny- 
son, Swinburne, Byron, Moore, Rosetti 
and Addison all came under her spell, 
and among contemporary writers, he 
mentioned Sara Teasdale, Alan Seeger, 
Percy Mackaye, Maurice Thompson 
and John Myers O’Hara. 

Sappho kept a select school for girls, 
Dr. Robinson said, and her business 
was to train these girls to sing al mar- 
riage festivities. In order to furnish 
fresh and high grade words for high- 
grade music, she composed much 
poetry. She loved her work and her 
girls so fully and deeply that for their 
sake she mastered the art of poetry 
and perfected herself in it as hardly 
anyone has since done. She was not 
understood in her own day, but more 
and more we are discovering and be- 
lieving that the great Grecian poetess 
was really only a twentieth century 
woman whose fate it was to live six 
centuries before Christ. 

Agnes Scott counts itself especially 
fortunate in having heard Dr. Robin- 
son and in knowing such a distin- 
guished person. Everyone was given 
the opportunity of meeting him at the 
reception after the lecture Thursday 
night. He is professor of classical 
archaeology in Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity, the editor of Art and Archaeol- 
ogy, editor of the Art Bulletin, presi- 
dent of the Classical Association of the 
Atlantic States and is associated with 
several other of the art magazines to 
which he contributes articles and re- 
views. But perhaps he interests us 
most as an archaeologist, since he 
has really taken part in excavations at 
Corinth and Sardis. He has also made 
explorations in Greece and especially 
Asia Minor.

There are large areas almost destitute of professionally trained men and 
women, The further decadence of the intellectual fibre of Europe can be 
prevented only through aiding its present student generation. What an 
opportunity is given American students to help solve present world prob- 
lems. : 

It is a well-known fact that the students of today are the greatest single 
force in the creating of international good will among the thinking popula- 
tion of all nations. Scholarship in Europe is deteriorating because of lack 
of books, under-feeding and physical problems. If the American students 
ean visualize thousands of students, underfed, housed scarcely better than 
beasts, calling for help in the name of common learning and common re- 
ligion, they will contribute the amount needed for the Student Friendship 
fund.

Washington, Oct. 10, 19 
My Dear Dr. Moit: 

It gives me pleasure to express my 
deep admiration for the loyal support 
and co-operation of the students and 
professors in universities and colleges 
for the work in Europe which is be- 
ing done through the World’s Student 
Christian Federation, and to say it 
seems to me, beyond the immediate 
and immense good that such efforts 
have done and will do, their moral is 
even greater than their material 
yalue.

faculty.” The ‘“workers’ faculty” is 
supported by the government and is 
for the preparation of working people 
for universities or technical high 
schools. There are special classes for 
illiterates. Secondly there are those 
students recommended by the govern- 
ment party in power. The third class 
must compete in examination for the 
few remaining places. Second class 
students have no state duties and must 
work for their living, so that they 
have very little time for study. Other 
students have neither the right or 
time to earn money privately by work. 
All students in medicine, agriculture 
and technical courses are required to 
do a certain amount of work for the 
State, 

The shortage of lodgings also is seri- 
ous. Students live in hostels where 
they do all the work themselves with 
as many as ten together in one room. 
The temperature was from two to 
twelve degrees (Reaumur—freezing 
point 0) in these places all last win- 
ter, while a temperature not below 
10 degrees is necessary for normal 
health. The students suffered from 
lack of fuel and many who could not 
find lodgings had to leave Moscow and 
discontinue their studies. In other 
cities outside Moscow the students re- 
ceive even less from the government. 

Because Russia has opened its doors 
to assistance this winter, the Euro- 
pean student relief organization is 
making a special effort to meet de- 
mands, The outstanding fact is that 
Russia is in desperate need of stu- 
dents. Since 1914, 30,000 physicians 
or one-third of the country’s medical 
personnel have died as a result of war 
and pestilence. Two Russian univer- 
sities, Samara and Saratoff, are in the 
famine area and several others in the 
partial famine area. 

Students of no country are in great- 
er need than in Russia, relief reports 
show, and there is no country in 
which it is more important that lead- 
ers be educated and encouraged in 
right thinking and the spirit of inter- 
national friendship. Relief for the 
Russian universities is included in the 
appropriation for European student. re- 
lief now being raised in the schools of 
America. This is the $500,000 Stu- 
dent Friendship Fund to which every 
student in the United States will be 
asked to contribute this month.

After hearing Dr. Robinson’s lecture 
on Sappho, some of us decided that 
Greek is not so dull after all, and 
that it might be interesting as weil 
as profitable to know a little of that 
much maligned language; while those 
of us who knew even a little of it 
felt more than ever superior to our 
less enterprising fellow students who 
had never had the pleasure (?!) of 
studying Greek. But even if we can’t 
read Sappho’s lyric in the original, we 
can read translations of them that 
make us realize that Sappho is indeed 
a writer of “immortal verse,” and 
understand how to the Greeks she 
was “the poetess.” Here are some 
fragments which Dr. Robinson read 
in his lecture, which he thought would 
particularly charm us: 

“7 have a fair daughten with a form 
like a golden flower, Cleis the be- 
loved, aboye whom I (prize) nor all 
Lydia nor lovely—” 

Literal of Sappho's lyric No. 85. 
“T have a child, a lovely one, 
In beauty like the golden sun 
Or like sweet fiowers of earliest 

bloom; 
And Cleis is her name, for whom 
1 Lydia’s treasures, were they mine, 
Would gladly resign.”

curing for next Friday, January 
20, the Right Honorable Baron Ser- 


gius A. Korff, who was one of the dis- 
tinguished European publicists who 
lectured on Russia's foreign relations 
during the last half century, in the in- 
stitute of politics held at Williams- 
town, Mass., in August, 1921. Baron 
Sergius A. Korff is now professor of 
political science in the school of for- 
eign service, Georgetown University, 
Washington, D. C., and it is an espe- 
cial privilege to have him come to us 
here at Agnes Scott. 

Baron Korff is a representative of 
the constitutional democratic party of 
Russia and was at one time deputy 
governor-general of Finland. He 
sought refuge from the bolshevists in 
America and has been here several 
years during which time he has been 
in much demand in the American col- 
leges and universities as a speaker on 
the manifold problems of Russia. He 
has spoken before the American His- 
torical Association on Russia and he 
has also presided over meetings of 
that distinguished body. 

He is recognized as one of the lead- 
ing authorities in America on the Rus- 
sian situation and although he has 
been in America for several years he 
keeps in close touch with events in 
his native land and he gives the im- 
pression in his speeches that he is ac-

There has been quite a stir-up in 
the political world in Decatur. The 
citizens began to think that maybe 
the city manager, Mr. Pilcher, was 
making the government too expensive 


and that they should take some step} 


to reduce the taxes. 


They, therefore, appointed a com-} 


mittee, composed of some of the most 
prominent citizens, to send in a letter 
to Mayor Dabney, in regard to the 
removal of Mr. Pilcher and of the 
high taxes. 

Mayor Dabney answered these men 
with a letter in which he stated that 
he was always glad to answer any 
questions when they came from pa- 
triotic desires and that he believed 
that these might be such, although 
they seemed to have a slight inkling 
of politics about them and of per- 
sonal grudges against Mr. Pilcher. 

Mayor Dabney’s letter was very 
concise in pointing out that the taxes 
in Decatur were not higher than in 
any other town that enjoyed the same 
conditions. He also reviewed the 
budget for the year and showed how 
everything that had been spent had 
been for the good of the town. 

Mr. Pilcher has tendered his resig- 
nation, to take effect on April 
Our best wishes go with him to other 
fields of labor that he may take up. 
Mr. Pilcher has shown himself to be 
a man of ideas and of ability to put 
them into practice. In his recent re- 
port we find that he has shown a de- 
sire to build Decatur up in every way. 

He has shown an active interest in 
Agnes Scott, in the Agonistic and in 
this particular column Mr. Pilcher 
said to an Agonistic reporter, “I think 
that Agnes Scott and Decatur should 
be linked more closely and your col- 
lege paper will play an important part 
in doing it.”

Dr. Stockard to Inform Us. 


Not only the Biology department 
but the whole college community is 
showing a rather unprecedented 
amount of interest in the lectures by 
Dr. Charles Rupert Stockard, which 
are to be given on the evening of the 
16th and the morning of the q)7th. 
The subject for the first is: 
ternal Elements Which Determine Ap- 
pearance and Behavior, or as iss 
MacDougall expressed it, “In Krief, 
‘Hormones.’ The uninitiated laity 
have a dim idea that a Hormonevis a 
sort of gland which resides s@me- 
where in the back of the neck. The 
exact location is a matter of de@ubt, 
but its functions seem vitally impor- 
tant sinee—according to the above- 
mentioned dim idea—the construction 
of the Hormones determines whether 
one is destined to star as a genius or 
as an inmate of an asylum for the 
feeble minded. It is assured that the 
necessary enlightenment will come 
after hearing Dr. Stockard’s lectnre.

He was professor 
of military science and tactics in Miss- 
issippi Agricultural and Mechanical 
College; he was professor or assistant 
in Columbia University at different 
times in Embryology, Histology and 
Mythology. Now Dr. Stockard’s po- 
sition is that of Professor of Anatomy 
at the Cornell University Medical 
School in New York. He is a well- 
known contributor to scientific jour- 
nals, both in America and abroad. 
The chief studies and investigations 


in which Dr. Stockard has been inter- 


ested are: The influence of alcohol 
and other anaesthetics on the devel- 
opment of animals; studies of the 
growth of tissues; regeneration of lost 
parts in animals; investigation of can- 
cer problem; development of blood.

PRESENTED BY L’AL- 
LIANCE FRANCAISE.

College on the night of February the 
sixth, to see “La Course du Flam- 
beau” presented by the Alliance 
Francaise of Atlanta.

It seems almost unbelievable that a whole year has gone by since this 

time last year, when we were looking forward to the same all-important 
event that is going to happen again in less than a month—an event which 
is, of course, elections. Although we can hardly believe our ears when 
told that the fifteenth of March has rolled around again, we must indeed 
take the calendar’s word for it and begin thinking most seriously about the 
girl of our community is really to be the democracy we believe it. A dem- 
the future suecess of student organizations will depend. 
e Trespo y of elections is one that cannot be waived by a single 
girl if our community is really to be the democracy we believe it. A dem- 
ocracy does not deserve the name unless every member takes part not 
only in its government but in all its activities. The only means of doing 
this is by the ballot. Quite obviously, therefore, it is the clear duty of 
every girl at Agnes Scott to vote. 

No duty can be performed well that is not done thoughtfully; and in 
this matter of elections an unusual amount of thinking is necessary. It is 
only occasionally that @ girl’s fitness for an office is so marked that no 
further consideration of the matter is necessary. The usual problem is to 
be able to decide which girl most nearly fits the office and which office is 
most suited to the girl. It takes careful thinking to discover either of 
these. We would beware, therefore, of thoughtlessly jotting down the first 
name that comes to mind. 

Furthermore, in this business of voting, let’s be sure that our ballots 
represent our own and not another's opinion. Of course, it helps greatly 
in deciding on nominations to talk over the situation and discuss the “can- 
didates,” but our opinion should not change just because someone else 
disapproves of our choice—that is, unless she can offer sufficient proof that 
another girl would be better. 

Perhaps our last word is most important of all. Certainly it has been 
most stressed in times past; but however that may be, it will do no harm 
to repeat it. It is this: We do not want our elections to become mere 
personal squabbles. Let’s forget that we ever knew the nominee as a 
friend or the opposite, as the case may be, and remember only person 
best fitted to carry out the job. Then our elections will be successful.

Plan Adopted For New House 
in Student Government 
Organization 


OFFICERS ELECTED FROM 
ALL CLASSES. 


The student body at a recent Student 
Government meeting adopted a plan 
for a second house in the organization 
of the Student Government Associa- 
tion, which is to be given a trial this 
semester before it is incorporated in 
the constitution. The object of this 
lower house or Students’ Council, as 
it shall be called, is to bring more 
sirls in touch with student government 
work, to aid in fostering throughout 
the college student government ideals, 
and to form an organization through 
which constructive work may be effi- 
ciently carried on. This new plan 
provides that there shall be the execu- 
tive committee, practically as it is 
now, and the Students’ Council which 
will work together. The executive 
committee, after this year, will consist 
of its present officers and one repre- 
sentative from each class and one from 
the irregulars. Its work and duties 
will be the same as those of the pres- 
ent executive committee. The Stu- 
dents’ Council will have thirty-seven 
members; fifteen Seniors, ten Juniors, 
five Sophomores, four Freshmen, three 
Irregulars, and one day student. The 
executive committee will act on the 
Students’ Council. In addition to the 
class representatives the editor of the 


Agonistic, the president of .the -Ath- 
letic Association, the presidents of th 
four_classe and ofthe rrezuigns ‘ 
vice-president of ¥. W..C, A., and 


one representative from the day stu- 
dents will be members of the Stutiante’ 
Council. This Council is not to have” 
any power to change a decision of the 
executive committee, but is to be re- 
sponsible for backing up the decisions 
of the committee. It will receive regu- 
lar reports from the executive com- 
mittee as information. The first vice- 


| president of Student Government Asso- 
ciation will be chairman of the Council 
}and will appoint the committees of the 
Council. Among the standing commit- 
_tees there will be a census committee, 
/a committee on open discussion meet- 
|ings, a committee on inter-collegiate 
| work, and a library committee. The 
Council will have a great deal of work 
to do and will find that the college 
spirit will be influenced by them to a 
|great degree. One object in forming 
the Council is to have an organization 
through which the ideals of the Stu- 
dent Government Association will be 
strongly upheld in every way. There 
will be thirty-seven girls definitely con- 
nected with the work of the Associa- 
tion, and their aim should be to make 
every girl at Agnes Scott feel her own 
responsibility and connection with stu- 
dent government.

“In 1918 Mr. Holt visited all the 
battlefronts of the Allied armies as 
the official guest of the various gov- 
ernments. When the covenant of the 
League of Nations was drafted, Mr. 
Holt was in Paris, and Colonel House 
apppinted him as liaison officer be- 
tween the American delegation and 
the League to enforce peace. Later, 
Mr. Holt toured the United States 
with Mr. Taft and others, speaking in 
favor of the League. Mr. Holt visited 
England, France and Germany again 
in the summer of 1920, and since then 
has kept in close touch with the situ- 
ation here and abroad. During the 
presidential campaign Mr. Holt took 
a leading part as an advocate of Amer- 
ican entrance into the League of Na- 
tions, and has maintained this posi- 
tion ever since. 

Mr. Holt is a man of marked ability. 
|He has an A. B. degree from Yale, 
and has taken post-grauduate courses 
at Columbia University. In foreign: 
| affairs Mr, Holt has also been renown- 
ed. The kings of Italy and Greece, the 
President of France and the Emperor 
|of Japan have honored him. He is 
jalso the author of “Undistinguish- 
ed Americans,” “Commercialism and 
Journalism,” and the introduction 


to ex-president Taft’s book, “The 
United States and Peace.”

Hot Springs Convention. 


Many of us remember the National 
Convention of 1920, held at Cleveland, 
of which our delegates told us so en- 
thusiastically. From April 20-27 there} 
is to be held the seventh National 
Convention of the Y. W. C. A., and 
this time the meeting place is to be 
in our Southland. Formerly the con- 
ventions have been held in the North 
in large cities. But this ap- 
proaching convention is to be in a 
town. Hot Springs, Arkansas, is an 
ideal place, for there are lovely moun- 
tain driveways and paths to be en- 
joyed at this pleasure resort, as well 
as the convention itself. 


Agnes Scott is to have three under- 
classman delegates and cur Y, W. C, A. 
president. It is hoped that we will 
also have a faculty representative. 
Besides these regular delegates any 
one who is interested is invited to go. 
. And what are some of the things the 
convention will be concerned with? 
The 1920 convention made reports and 
recommendations which the 1922 con- 
vention will discuss and act upon. 
Among the important things to be con- 
sidered are the following: 


1. Standards for city associations. 

2. Alternate membership basis in 
associations other than student. 

3. A committee on leadership—em- 
ployed and volunteer—as to training, 
qualifications, ete. 

4. A committee on individual mem- 
bership. 

5. A committee on place of work 
in life of women. 


Beside these recommendations there 
will be others from the National Board. 
One of the things of especial interest 
to us is the Student Assembly, a legis- 
lative body. This Assembly is so new 
that it has as yet no president. Miss 


Emily Gordon, of Wellesley, will act) 


as chairman until a national president 


is elected. The Assembly will meet) 


every afternoon. There are several 
very important things to be discussed, 
among them the membership basis as 
laid down by the Los Angeles amend- 
ment and the results of this basis. 
Another discussion will be that of a 
method of electing delegates to con- 
ferences of the World Student Chris- 
tian Federation such as the one to be 
held in Peking, China. Also, the ques- 
tion of students’ share in financial 
support of national Y. W. C. A. will 
come up. Student industrial co-opera- 
tion will be discussed and if any re- 
port is to be made from this field, an 
Agnes Scott delegate will give the 
report. Students and industrial girls 
are to have joint sessions one of which 
will be held before the whole conven- 
tion, 4 

The National Student Assembly is 
being entirely planned by students and 
in every phase of its business it will 
be conducted [by them.

Mary Mildred Welch says of Miss Roy- 
den: 

“A prophetess is to come to us at 
Hot Springs! A woman whose mes- 
sages have already been heard around 
the world. Miss Maude Royden, of 
London, England, the world’s most 
eminent woman preacher, a woman of 
international fame, is crossing the 
Atlantic to give us her ideas of and 
ideals for womanhood. A year ago at 
the convention of the British Student 
Movement in Glascow, Miss Royden’s 
speech marked the climax of the ses- 
sions. Four thousand students from 
all parts of the world sat breathless 
for an hour, spell-bound by the elo- 
quence of this magnetic little English 
woman.”

With a view to increasing its in- 
fluence and the political power of De- 
eatur women in the governmental af- 
fairs of the city and DeKalb county, 
the Decatur League of Women Voters 
is conducting an aggressive member- 
ship drive and a systematic campaign 
of suffrage registration to the end, if 
possible, that every eligible woman 
voter in the city may be qualified to 
participate in the fall elections. The 
city has been divided into seven dis- 
tricts for this purpose, each in charge 
of a captain authorized to appoint as 
many assistants as she may need to 
make a thorough and complete can- 
vass of her district. The work is well 
under way, and the results will .be 
announced at the next regular meet- 
ing of the league, which will be held 
on Friday, April 7. 

At its last meeting a few days ago, 
the league adopted. resolutions com- 
|mending the spirit manifested by the 
|board of city commissioners in resign- 
|ing in the interest of harmony in the 
city government. 

The league also memorialized the 
board of commissioners to elect Mrs 
iD: C. Lawhon to membership on the 
|Decatur board of education to suc- 
ceed Scott Candler, who is to be a 
member of the incoming board of 
commissioners, and whose resignation 
from the school board will be neces- 
|sitated by that fact. The name of 
Mrs. Lawhon was proposed by Mrs.

There has been a recent gift to the 
College Library, “Betsy Hamilton,” 
presented by the author Idora McClel- 
lan Moore (Betsy Hamilton.) 

Betsy Hamilton is a group of South. 
ern character sketches. Robert J. 
Burdette has said “Her sketches are 
the best of the kind | have ever 
known,” and George W. Barn has 
said “I shall remember ‘Betsy Hamil- 
ton’ as long as chickens are caught in 
Georgia.” “Betsy’s First Trip to 
Town” was the first character sketch 
in dialect written by Betsy Hamilton. 
It is in the form of a “picked up 
letter” supposed to have been lost on 
the road between Riddle’s Mill on Tal- 
ladega Creek.

Meets At Kansas City, April 5-8. 


Two Agnes Scotters—one an alum- 
na, Mary Wallace Kirk, the presi- 
dent of our Alumnae Association, and 
faculty, Miss Hearon, were present 
at the first annual meeting of the 
University Women which was held in 
Kansas City, with the Muhliback Ho- 
tel as headquarters, from April 5, 
through April 8 One of the most 
outstanding features of the conven: 
tion was the cordial and genuine hos- 
Pitality tendered by the Kansas City 
(branch of the Association, and it was 
fave to their unfailing thoughtfulness 
‘that the success of the convention 
‘was perfectly assured. 

The President of the Association, 
Dean Ada Comstock, of Smith College, 
who is so ‘pleasantly remembered aft- 
er her visit to Agnes Scott last fall, 
called the convention to order. The 
first business meeting was devoted 
principally to a plan for a member- 
ship campaign. The course of events 
which have led up to the preparation 
of this campaign have extended over 
Some time. Because of the part play- 
ed by the Association in the Inter- 
national Federation of University 
Women it had assumed financial obli- 
itions in that connection which had 
be met; at the Washington meet- 
ast year it had authorized the 


ea 


padquarters and club house and also 
the appointment of an Educational 
Secretary. Moreover the Association, 
if it was to keep its members in 
touch with its work must have a more 
adequate publication. If the Associa- 
tion is to successfully carry on the 
projects which it has voted-to under- 
take, it must have a larger member- 
ship and consequently larger financial 
resources. Miss Florence Snow, exec- 
utive secretary of the Smith College 
‘Alumnae Association had made a sur- 
yey in this field and presented the 
Plan for the campaign. It was finally 
decided that the Board of Directors 
should be authorized to spend $10,000 
to this end, and an additional $15,000 


if, in their opinion such an expendi- | 


ture was justified. 

This membership drive should es- 
pecially concern our Agnes Scott 
Alumnae, and the seniors who will 
goon graduate. Agnes Scott has one 
of the largest percentage of member- 
ships in the A. A. U. W. at the present 
time. If we can not keep pace with 
the increased membership our rating 
will fall. But we want every eligible 
alumna to become a member of the 
A. A. U. W. 

Committee on the Recognition of Col- 
leges and Universities. 

The work of the Committee on the 
‘Recognition of Colleges and Univer- 
sities was perhaps one of the most in- 
teresting of the Convention. Miss 
Hearon, the professor of History at 
Agnes Scott, was.a member of the 
Committee of the South Atlantic field, 
and the reports which she brings back 
are most educational! It is especially 
interesting to us in the South that all 
who were eligible to membership in 
the S. A. C. W. in 1921 are eligible 
‘to membership in the A. A. U. W. 
during the five year period, but at the 
end of this time they must come up 
to the Standards of the A. A. U. W. 

Dean Louise Nardin, chairman of 
the committee offered the recommen- 
dation of the Committee that the fol- 

‘owing five colleges be added to the 
raccredited list of the Association: 
Carthage College at Carthage, IIl., 
Denison University at Granville, O., 
‘Hunter CG lege, New York City, Occi- 
‘dental CSlege, Los Angeles, Calif., 
‘and Womans Medical College,

A MESS NAE Fi 


To the Alumnae: 

I am glad to have the opportunity 
of extending to you my cordial and 
affectionate greeting. I assure you 
that the college follows you with the 
greatest interest. One of the joys of 
my life is to think of the Agnes Scott 
girls standing for the highest and 
best things in so many different 
spheres. The Agnes Scott type of 
girl is now quite well known and 
wherever known is recognized as the 
highest type. 1 am proud of them. 

May I suggest that your training, 
your standing and the impression of 
the Agnes Scott ideals, afford a great 
opportunity for larger usefulness. 
Never before has the world needed 
the Agnes Scott type of woman as it 
needs it now. The times in which 
we are living are critical times. There 
seems to be a tendency among women, 
especially young women, to break 
away from the ideals and customs of 
the past and to adopt something new. 
I am not opposed to new things sim- 
ply because they are new. Nor am 
I opposed to progress. Something in 
the new woman I admire. But there 
is a radical trend which I regard as 
dangerous to women and to the best 
social order. I appeal to you as col- 
lege women 9n¢é as Agnes Scott alum- 
nae to stand “like the stone wall” 
against radical and dangerous innova- 
tion.

Edgerton Parsons, a member of the 
Committee on International relations 
and treasurer of the International As- 
sociation as toastmistress introduced 
first President Wooley, of Mt. Hol- 
yoke. Those of us who heard her 
speak in the open meeting of Gamma 
Tau Alpha two years ago, can know 
what a happy dinner talk was given. 
Fresh from her Chinese experience, 
she paid a glowing tribute to the Chi- 
nese women of the older and’ newer 
generations. Several moments later 
Miss Helen Wong, a young Chinese 
girl, now a student at the Universi- 
ty of Michigan, strenghtened Pres- 
ident Wooleys tribute. She was fok 
luwed by Dr. Barriox, of Madrid, who 
had been sent to this country by the 
Spanish Government to study Ameri- 
can methods of dealing with the prob- 
lems of infant hygiene and child wel- 
fare; Signorina de Castelvecchio rep: 
resented Italy, pleading eloquently for 
the better understanding on our part 
of the ideals for which her country- 
men and women are striving. = 

The last speaker of the evening was 
Miss Sarah Wambaugh, now of Welles- 
ly College, formerly a member of the 
secretariat of the League of Nations, 
who congratulated the Association on

Ober- 
lin College, the oldest co-educational 
college, then starting in the wilds of 
Ohio was more caution. It required 
that the lady graduate’s final essays 
should be presented in public, vicari- 
ously but modestly, by a “member of 
the faculty.”
